The indications are that there will 


be a '.imc war between the dilTercnl 
roads that run between Chicago and 
Minneapolis and St. Paul. It is said 
that the Si. Paul road has served no- 
tice on Ihe other roads running be- 
tween Chicago and St. Paul to the ef- 
fect that the St. Paul road will make 
a reduction in the running time be- 
tween Chicago and the twin cities. 


Heretofore all the roads have run 


on an agreement by which the run is 
made in the same time by each al- 
though Ihe difference in Ihe length of 
their respective lines is considerable, 
that of the Northwestern being short- 
est and the Wisconsin Central being 
the longest.

Northwestern is -108 miles, Ihe Si. Paul 
410 miles, Chicago & Great Western, 
420, 
Burlington 
431 miles r.nd the 


Central 452 miles. 


Should the Princeton branch of the

Ihis city be the shortest route, which, 
however, is doubtful, this is the line 
over which the bulk of the fast trains 
would run. As

\Vater Pipe Tested. 


On Monday another test was made 


by Engineer Pfcifcr of the big water 
main that has been placed across the 
river to connect the east and west 
sides. The test showed that there is 
considerable leakage in the pipe, far 
more than 
the engineer 
considers 


there should be. 


The pressure on the pipe was run up 


to 150 pounds to the square inch, and 
upon the valve being closed the pres- 
sure gradually ran down at the rate 
of four or five pounds a minute. By 
actuallcst it was also found that the 
pipe leaked at the rate of ten quarts 
a minute, which is considerable consid- 
ering the short length of pipe. Ten 
quarts a minute means 3,600 gallons 
of leakage a day, which Mr. Pfeifcr 
says is an excessive amount. It is en- 
tirely probable that the jomts will 
have to be. tightened in some manner 
before the pipe is put into use.

been at work culling from the molds a 
semblance from which all ihe marble 
stalues of AYilliam MeKinley will be cop- 
ied. 


The mask is the property of the fed- 


eral government. It will be taken to 
''ashington, where for a time it will be 
shown to Ihe public at tho Smithsonian 
institution. 
Secrecy has 
been 
main- 


tained in the making of the mask to pre- 
vent the possibility of its being photo- 
graphed. 
It was the express order of 


the government that no photographs of 
the mask should be taken. At Washing- 
ton the mask will be displayed only for 
a short time, and then it will be care- 
fully guarded and kept under a glass 
case. Sculptors are to begin on remodel- 
ing the cast into mnrble. All marblo 
statues of President MeKinley which por- 
tray his features in accurate proportion 
will necessarily have to come from his 
mask.

Kven after tliese events the 
young, mistress feels as if she were ab- 
solutely reckless and no manager at all 
when she so far departs from house- 
hold law as to buy food in small quan- 
tities.

To Reduce Time. 


The indications are that there will 


be a time war between the different 
roads that run. between Chicag-o and 
Minneapolis and St. Paul. It is said 
that the St. Paul road has served no- 
tice on the other roads running- be- 
tween Chicago and St. Paul to the ef- 
fect that the St. Paul road will make 
a reduction in the running- time be- 
tween Chicago and the twin cities. 


Heretofore all the roads have run 


on an agreement by which the run :s 
made in the same time by each al- 
though the difference in the length of 
their respective lines is considerable, 
that of the Xorthwestera being short- 
est and the Wisconsin Central being 
the longest. 
The distance on the 


Xorthwestera is 408 miles, the St. Paul 
410 miles. Chicago & Great Western, 
420. 
Burlington 431 miles aad the 


Central 452 miles. 


Should the Princeton branch of the 


Xorthwestern which passes through 
this city be the shortest route, which, 
however, is doubtful, this is the line 
over which the bulk of the fast trains 
y.-ould run. 
As the abruptness of 


grades, condition of roadbed and gen- 
eral condition of things govern the . 
speed at which a train can travel over 
a road and cut as much figure in the 
general time as the length, it is en- 
tirely probable that this branch will 
not be available for the purpose of 
making fast runs for some time yet. 


"Water fipe Tested. 


Oa Monday another test was made 


by Eagiaeer Pfeifer of the big water 
main that has beea placed across the 
river to coanect the east and west 
sides. The test showed that there is 
considerable leakage in the pipe, far 
more than the engineer considers 
there should be. 


The pressure on the pipe was run up 


to 150 pounds to the square inch, and 
upon the valve being closed the ores- 
sure gradually ran down at the rate 
of four or five pounds a minute. By 
actual test it was also found that the 
pipe leaked at the rate of ten quarts 
a minute, which is considerable consid- 
ering the short length of pipe. Ten 
quarts a minute means 3.600 gallons 
of leakage a day, which Mr. Pfeifer 
sa3"s is an excessive amount. It is en- 
tirely probable that the jo-nts will 
have to be tightened in some manner 
before the pipe is put into use- 


Better JMail Service. 


It is stated, althoug-h we cannot say 


OJL.ho_w_gjood authority, that about the 
first of next month mail cars and 
clerks will be put on trains 5 and 6 of 
the St. Paul road, which will mean 
that there will be an improvement in 
the mail service at this place as well 
as others along- the line. 
This is a 


much needed improvement, and while 
it will not make any material differ- 
ence iu through mail, it will often save 
a cay when correspondence is carried 
on with some nearby point.

MILITARY AIDS TO SCIENCE. 


British and German Officer* Send Home 
Valuable Specimen*. 


I-ieut Boyd Alexander, rifle brigade, 


who is-well known at South Kensing- 
ton (Louden) museum for his studies of 
ilrds in Africa, has just returned from 
tb»i west coast with what is believed to 
oe the Suest collection ever obtained 
on active service. 


Over a thousand specimens of West 


African birds, killed by himself and his 
native collector during the campaign 
a Ashanti. were brought back by Lieut. 
Alexander. 


••This is tbe biggest collection of 


birds ever brought out of Africa at one 
time." he said to a London Mall repre- 
sentative. "I ha Ye been collecting in 
Africa now for nine or ten years. One 
has to be a specialist nowadays. 


"It is a pity that tbe government does 


aot insist oa officers ill out-of-the-way 
parts of the world collecting birds and 
other things. Tae German officers do 
so already. The colonial office at Berlin 
obliges all Its officers to collect natural^ 
history specimens whether they like it 
or not. aud though their work is ia 
many cases rough and ready it is bet- 
ter than nothing. 


"We know very little about the birds 


in tbe great bead of the Niger and 
Hausaland. and absolutely nothing of 
those in tbe regions around Lake Chad 
and Darfur. There is not a doubt that 
wiiea these great areas come uuder in- 
vestigation it will be found that one 
great zoographical region exists from 
northeastern Africa right across to the 
west coast. When I have finished ex- 
amining my collection of birds they 
may throw considerable light on the 
subject.

About the last thing the county 


board did before its adjournment on 
Thursday was to change from the 
county to the township system in the 
support of the poor. 


During the past Year the support of 


the poor in Wood county has cost the 
county something over 58.000. There 
are many who consider this an exhor- 
bitaiit amount, aud it does seem a 
triile nigh when the prosperity of the 
county and the coutitry at largt; i» 
considerecL 


Another thing thar influenced the 


action was the fact that the poor cotn- 
inis5iShs?=fr5Ti-FriTe~Kon:ii~end broughT 
in bills aggregating over two thou- 
sand dollar;., almost three tiine^. as 
much a=> that brought in by both of 
the cominlssioiiers froai the south end 
of the c-.uisty. 


While it was not intimated bv auv- 


one that the^e charge* were not legit- 
imate, the general opinion Deemed to 
be that if the bills were to amount to 
this much that it would be HO more 
than right for each town to support 
its own poor. 


The new system will go into effect 


on May 15th. 1902. By the new sys- 
tem the poor farm, as now established, 
will not be abolished. 
The inmates 


who are now there will be kept in the 
institution at the county's expense. 
•This is done for the reason that there 
might be some trouble of establishing 
the residence of a pauper who had 
been an inmate of the poor house for 
a number of years, and if the at- 
tempt should be made to force a pau- 
per onto a town because he had orig- 
inally come from that town, litigation 
might arise that that ivould cost more 
than the maintenance of the paupers.

Ful**e Economies in !Pftrinin«r. 


For some reason nearly every farmer 


considers that he must economize in 
the matter of seeds. If he does not 
make the mistake of buying cheap 
seeds, that is. seeds low In price but 
poor in quality, he tries to save on the 
quantity with tee result that he loses 
in the crop. In the sowing of grass 
seeds, for example." in -which clover 
has a part, how many farmers have 
blamed the clover seed or claimed that 
the soil was "clover sick." when the 
only trouble was he did not use enough 
seed. As a rule, the catalogues of seeds- 
men are safe guides to the quantity 
of seed necessary with grass seed- 
Then there is the fertilizer economy, 
and here economy is practiced both in 
qiKintity and in kind. That is. the farm- 
er will find that a certain fertilizer, ap- 
plied in moderate quantities, has im- 
proved the wheat yield and ever after 
he uses the same amount and the same 
i inrowlnc wheat, forgetful of the 


swill that Is fermented into the sharp- 
est acid and putrefied into a disgusting - 
mass; swill that attracts myriads of 
carrion-loving files, is not fit for the 
hogs. It is full of miasma and disease 
germs of various kinds, and hence it is 
dangerous to feed it, says the Farm, 
Stock, aud Home.

for an anti-tubercular vaccine to be pro- 
duced that would immunize the human 
race against the frightful scourge of the 
great white plague. The wise thing for 
all peop:e to remember is the truth of the 
S-.otch adage: "It is easier to keep out 
;han to get out." Hence all IadIvIdu.iSs 
lower vital resistance or those in who:u 
through employment and environment the 
conditions are at work to produce ;he pos- 
sibility of tubercular imasioa should at 
once remove themselves from such excit- 
ing causes.

Slates Department of Agriculture has 
just described a new instrument aow 
in use for investigating the properties 
of soils. Tbis 5s a great time and labor- 
saving aj>paratus. giving accurate and 
reliable results, which otherwise would 
require months to obtain. 


The physical properties of soils are 


recognized by plant physiologists 10 be 
of the greatest importance in plant 
economy. Even in the consideration of 
climatic conditions it is now generally 
considered that formost plants the con- 
ditions of the soil hold equal rank with 
atmospheric conditions. A high tem- 
perature 
in the soil under favorable 


conditions promotes extensive root de- 
velopment; a high atmospheric temper- 
ature under equally favorable condi- 
tions favors a heavy growth of foliage. 
A deficiency in water of either air or 
soil Is attended with distress. 


The new apparatus ::s devised by the 


division of soil is an electric affair. It 
registers a half-dozen or more various 
soil properties. 
Tbis method depends 


upon the principle that the resistance 
offered to the passage of an electric 
current 
from one i-sirbon plate to an- 


other buried iu the soil depends upon 
the amount of moisture present be- 
tween the carbon plates or electrodes. 
This resistance is measured.

He was born at Hall's 
Ford. Va.. about I-S-jS. He was a slave 
until freed by the emancipation proc- 
lamation and never knew who w:ss his 
father. He was named Booker Talia- 
ferro, probably because 
there were 


many prominent people in the common- 
wealth by that name, but the name 
"Washington he took after he became 
free. As a child be was buffeted about 


ilinary school branches, but in 2S In- 
dustries. ea<.li pr.ijil selectiiii: the «'iie 
for which be is bested fitted or toward 
wbieb he has the greatest inclination. 


"I formed a roswUitioii." Washington 


! says in oii»i of !its v.-tiliujrs. "that I 


would try to builrt up a school that 
would be of so much service to the 
country that llic President of the 
United Slates would one 'lay conic to~ 
see it. This was a bold resolution. :»n«l 
for a number of years I fceinJt bidileii_ 
ill my own thoughts, not daring to 
share it with anyone."' This dream was
